Valleys” 
w the valley ot the Spille-mu-chem River. | 
carefully examined the pass, via Eagle Creek, 
gutil I reached point A. (shown on sketch map ) 
and which poiut.1 found to be 
‘the level of Suuswap Lake. From the top of a 
high’ mountain above this point 1 saw a fine val- 
ley running all the way to Shuswap. Lake,. and 
giso the valley connecting “ The Lake of Threc | 
Valleys” with the | Spill-e-mu-chem River. As 
we were quite out! of supplies and our Loots 
worn out, We Wer compelled to returh, leaving 
a portion of this valley that we have not actual- 
ly walked over. On my way down I shall go 
over this portion of the valley, and, if possible, 
the one connecting it with the  Spill-e-mu-chem 
River. The height of the divide between the 
source of Eagle,Creek and the waters’ running 
into the Columbia River I found to be, by ba- 
rometer, 407 ft: above the level of the Shuswap 
Like, and 280 ft. above that of the Culambia 
River at “The Eddy.” 1 do notapprehend any | 
difficulty in constructing a waggon road by’ this 
route, or even a railway, but there will be a 
good deal of heavy blasting in places. 

The branch valley to the Spill-e-mu-chem Riv- 
er 1 look upon as of great: importance, as it 
would be the litie for a railway—and 1- believe 
the only one—connecting the Colambia waters 
with those of the Thompson River, in the vicin- 
ity of Kamloops, should such a work be under- 
‘ken at any future period. ; 


South of this pass, as fur ag “Upper Arrow |’ 


Lake, and north of it to the pass from the* head 
of the N. W. arm of Shuswap Lake, with the 
exception of two or-three short valleys, I found 
the country tothe westward of the Columbia 
River blocked up with ranges of high, rugged, 
snow-capped mountains, varying in height from 
three té uine thousand feet. 

On the opposite side of the Columbia I dis- 
covered two valleys, which ran a long distante 
juto the Selkirk range. One of these valleys is 
about.two and a half or three miles below “ The 
Little Dalles,” and alnost opposite to the Col- 
umbia River terminus of the Eagle Creek - pass. 
The other is at the head of Upper Arrow Lake. 

Lam now about to examine the upper of these 
two valleys myself, and seud Mr. Turnbull te ex- 
plore the Arrow Lake one. Mr, Green is, now 
exploring the valley of Gold Creek, tu see if a 
pass can be got through the Selkirk range in 
that locality. 

Mr. Turnbull reports a very good line for 
waggon road from the head of Okanagan Lake, 
tia Cherry Creek to the Lower Arrow Lake, and 
computes the distance at about 50 miles, As 1 
think ‘this line is altogetber too far to the South, 
I do not consider it necessary to give further partic- 
ulars at present. Mr. Turnbull lost both canoes and 
a portion of his supplics on the way up the river, 
and was deserted by his Indians. This has caa- 
sed me a good deal of delay in getting the parties 


_ tothe eastward of the Columbia River. 


Mr Green’s report of the line he went to ¢x-) 
plore opposite the mouth of Gold Creek and 
and westward of the Colambia River, is altogeth- 
er unfavorable. 

On completion of the explorations we are now 
about to make of the three before mentioned 
valleys, I shall bring our work to a close for 
the season, to the westward of the Columbia Riv- 
et, as Mr. ‘Turnbull reports that there are not any 
valleys between the month of the Kootenay Riv- 
et and the head of the Upper Arrow Lake run- 
hing into the Selkirk range, and a high range of 
mountains on the westerly side, extending from

The disappointed miners oecupy pre- | 
cisely this relation -to the Government. Not | 
that'they have taken naturally to it, but have) 
been schooled into it by a set of political adven- 
turers, who have cagerly availed themselves of 
this weakness in human nataore in order. to pro- 
mote their own purposes. At a time when a 
faction in the neighboring colony are croaking 
about the failure of oar gold-fields, and when 
their Barkerville organ is weekly fulminating his 
blatant mormurings of ‘ruin and decay,” itis peca- 
liarly refreshing to have ponring in upon us from 
every quarter the most cheering intelligence of 
the rapid expansion of our gold-fields. The news 
which we are enabled to lay before dur readers 
to-day, and which comes to us well authenticated, 
would seem to justify the concldsion that we 
have opening up on our southern and south-eas- 
tern borders a gold-field which is equally rich, 
and much more extensive and accessible than the 
famous Carihoo. Rich deposits are already 
known to exist over an area of several hundred 
miles, carrying us to the very base of the Rocky 
Mountains on the one side and to the 49th paral- 
lel of latitude on-the other. It will be seen by 
reference to Mr. Moberly’s report, published in 
another column, as well as by reference to infor- 
mation received from Mr. Baxter, that: nature 
has placed us in much more easy communication 
with these southern min@s than with those in 
more northern latitudes, With steam power the 
head.of Shuswap Lake will be reached in two 
or threedays from Yale, and goods will be freigh- 
ted to that point for five or six ‘cents a pound. 
Thus “ Ogdenville,” as it has been called, presents 
all the advantages of'a central and convenient 
depot for tlio supply of the sartounding coun- 
try ; and with a good road across to Columbia 
River, for, which wonderful facilities appear to 
exist, two cents a pound will suffice to transfer 
freight to the terminus, whence supplies can be 
easily distributed amongst the various mining 
camps, and at much Jess rates than they are now 
But the news 
which we publish to-day possesses another im- 
-portant feature. Not only do our gold mines 
extend to the base of the Rocky Mountains, but 
through the very heart of the richest mincral and 
agricultural districts will run the great highway 
between the two hemispheres—the interoceanic 
railway whichis to cement in iron bonds the 
Empire of Brirish America. Until recently we 
had little conception of the natural facilities 
which exist for reaching the Rocky Mountains, 
and the proximity of our own goldmines to thosc 
on the eastern slope of the great water-shed of 
the continent. All these considerations invest 





the section of country alluded to, with the most 


profound interest, and we may expect it to occupy 
a very large share of the attention of the Gov- 
ernment henceforward. 


“Important from the Big Bend. 

From Mr. Satcliffe Baxter, of Yale, who has 
just retprned from a visit tothe Big Bend coun- 
try, we have obtained the following information : 
Mr. Baxter left French Creck on the 19th ult., 
travelling time from the Columbia River to Yale 
siz days! We showed us a sample of about 60 
ounces of gold from French Creek. ° It is coarse, 
heavy scale gold, ranging from $4 down to pic- 
ces the size of a pin’s head, and appears to be 
of great fineness. He also showed us a sample 
of Kearns Creek gold, about 4 0z., a little smal- 
ler than that from French,Creck, but apparently 
of greater firreness. Mr. Baxter was on French

| were in the best of spitits, and the utmost confi- 
| dence in the richness and extent of these diggings 


was felt. The gravel some distance from the 
bed-rock prospects variously from $2 to $12 to 
the pan. The great obstacle to mining operations 
has been the absence of anything like a supply 
of “grub.” The miners have had to subsist 
upon “ flour straight,” and it has taken one-half 
of them to keep the others on short supply, as it 
had to be boated up from Colville, under the 
greatest difficulties, and was of a most wretched 
qhality. When the Government trail is comple- 
ted it will entirely obviate this difficulty, as pro- 
visions can be laid down on these creeks at less 
expense than on Williams Creek, and the sup >ly 
will be abundant. That trail is expected to be 
completed in the course of ten days or a fort- 
night, bat, unfortunately, too late to be avail- 
able for this season. 

On Kearns Creek there were about 60 miners 
at work, and they had got equally encouraging 
prospects, but had the same difficulties to con- 
tend with. Most of the miners on both of these 
creeks were starting for Colville for the purpose 
of laying in a winter supply of provisions, and 
returning to work their claims during the win- 
ter, which is believed to be the most favorable 
season for mining operations there, as the wea- 
ther is far from scvere and the water is less trou- 


‘blesome, 


Braley aud Bob Toodles, well known in the 
upper country, arrived at “ Ogdensville,” the 
town at the head of Shuswap Lake, and so nam- 


‘ed after the Hudson Bay Company’s Factor there. 


These men have bar diggings on the Columbia 
River, whieh they feel confident will pay $10 to 
$20 a day to the hand, and they came for a win- 
ter’s supply of provisions. ‘ Old Texas’: liad 
also come for a supply of provisions. He speaks 
in-glowing terms of the new El Dorado. Mr. 
Love and partner arrived at Fort Kamloops from 
the head waters of the Fraser River, where be 
reports extensive diggings, paying $50 a day to 
the hand. He had also come down for a winter’s 
supply, and would at once return to these. dig- 
gings, going by boats to the head of North River, 
and thence:30 miles overland to the head waters 
of the Fraser, by an easy portage. Mr. Baxter 
speaks in terms of the highest praise of the en- 
ergy and pluck displayed by Smith & Ladner. in 
cutting a trail at great expense, and pushing pro- 
visions through, under no ordinary difficulties, 
MR. M'CULLOCH’S REPORT. 


It will be recollected that, Mr.*McCulloch, a 
wember of Mr. Orr’s party, weut back from Kam- 
loops to the Columbia River. Mr. McCalloch 
has just returned from that section of country, 
and has kindly supplied the following infortna- 
tion :—He discovered .a stream emptying into 
the Columbia River on the east side, about-50 
miles higher up than Kearns Creck, and heading 
in the snows of the Selkirk Range. This creek, 
now known .as “ McCalloch’s Creek,” he pros- 
pected and found to be equally as rich as Fretich 
Creek, and the gold ‘very similar, perhaps not 
quite as coarse. Thesample shown tis was abont 
$4 worth, the product of 4 pans of dirt. Mr. 
McCulloch’s object in coming down is to get Mr.
